between oil maintenance intervals.

♦け low quality oil or oil of an inappropriate viscosity is used 

• When driving at high engine speeds or with a heavy load, or when driving while 
accelerating or decelerating frequently 

参 When leaving the engine idling for a long time, or when driving frequently 
through heavy traffic 


A CAUTION 

■ Used engine oil 

参 Used engine oil contains potentially harmful contaminants which may cause skin 
disorders such as inflammation and skin cancer, so care should be taken to avoid 
prolonged and repeated contact. To remove used engine oil 卜 om your skin, wash 
thoroughly with soap and water. 

• Dispose of used oil and filters only in a safe and acceptable manner. Do not dis¬ 
pose of used oil and filters in household trash, in sewers or onto the ground. Call 
your Lexus dealer, service station or auto parts store for information concerning 
recycling or disposal.

■ If the coolant level drops within a short time of replenishing

•け recharging with the 12-volt battery installed on the vehicle, be sure to discon¬ 
nect the ground cable. 

参 Make sure the power switch on the charger is off when connecting and discon¬ 
necting the charger cables to the 12-volt battery. 

■ After recharging/reconnecting the 12-volt battery 

参 Unlocking the doors using the smart access system with push-button start may 
not be possible immediately after reconnecting the 12-volt battery. If this hap¬ 
pens, use the wireless remote control or the mechanical key to lock/unlock the 
doors. 

• Start the hybrid system with the "POWER" switch in ACCESSORY mode. The 
hybrid system may not start with the "POWER" switch turned OFF. However, 
the hybrid system will operate normally from the second attempt. 

• The "POWER" switch mode is recorded by the vehicle. If the battery is recon¬ 
nected, the vehicle will return the "POWER" switch mode to the status it was in 
before the battery was disconnected. Make sure to turn off the power before 
disconnect the battery. Take extra care when connecting the battery if the 
"POWER" switch mode prior to discharge is unknown. 

• Restart the hybrid system, depress the brake pedal, and confirm that it is possi¬ 
ble to shift into each shift position. 

If the system will not start even after multiple attempts at all methods above, contact 

your Lexus dealer.

A CAUTION 

■ Chemicals in the 12-volt battery 

The 12-volt battery contains poisonous and corrosive sulfuric acid and may pro¬ 
duce hydrogen gas which is flammable and explosive. To reduce the risk of death or 
serious injury, take the following precautions while working on or near the 12-volt 
battery: 

• Do not cause sparks by touching the 12-volt battery terminals with tools.

When new tire pressure warning valves and transmitters are installed, 
new ID codes must be registered in the tire pressure warning computer 
and the tire pressure warning system must be initialized. Have tire pres¬ 
sure warning valve and transmitter ID codes registered by your Lexus

I Initializing the tire pressure warning system 

■ The tire pressure warning system must be initialized in the following 
circumstances: 

• Vehicles with 1/ inch tires: When rotating front and rear tires which 
have different tire inflation pressures 

• When changing the tire size

■ When to replace your vehicle's tires 

Tires should be replaced if: 

♦ You have tire damage such as cuts, splits, cracks deep enough to expose the 
fabric, and bulges indicating internal damage. 

• A tire goes flat repeatedly or cannot be properly repaired due to the size or 
location of a cut or other damage. 

If you are not sure, consult with your Lexus dealer. 

■ Replacing tires and wheels 

If the ID code of the tire pressure warning valve and transmitter is not registered, 
the tire pressure warning system will not work properly. After driving for about 20 
minutes, the tire pressure warning light blinks fori minute and stays on to indicate a 
system malfunction. 

■ Tire life 

Any tire over 6 years old must be checked by a qualified technician even if it has sel¬ 
dom or never been used or damage is not obvious.

■ Routine tire inflation pressure checks 

The tire pressure warning system does not replace routine tire inflation pressure 
checks. Make sure to check tire inflation pressure as part of your routine of daily 
vehicle checks. 

■ Low profile tires (vehicles with 17 inch tires) 

generally, low profile tires will wear more rapidly and tire grip performance will be 
reduced on snowy and/or icy roads when compared to standard tires. Be sure to 
use snow tires or tire chains on snowy and/or icy roads and drive carefully at a 
speed appropriate for road and weather conditions. 

■ Maximum load of tire 

Check that the maximum load of the replacement tire is greater than 1/2 of the 
ぃ ross Axle Weight Ratings ( ぃ AWR) of either the front axle or the rear axle, which¬ 
ever is greater. 

For the GAWR, see the Certification Label. 
For the maximum load of the tire, see the load 
limit at maximum cold tire inflation pressure 
mentioned on the sidewall of the tire.

■ Tire types 

• Summer tires 

Summer tires are high-speed performance tires best suited to highway driving 
under dry conditions. Since summer tires do not have the same traction perfor¬ 
mance as snow tires, summer tires are inadequate for driving on snow-covered 
or icy roads. For driving on snow-covered roads or icy roads, the use of snow tires 
is recommended. When installing snow tires, be sure to replace all four tires. 

参 All season tires 

All season tires are designed to provide better traction in snow and to be ade¬ 
quate for driving in most winter conditions as well as for use year-round. All sea¬ 
son tires, however, do not have adequate traction performance compared with 
snow tires in heavy or loose snow. Also, all season tires fall short in acceleration 
and handling performance compared with summer tires in highway driving. 

参 Snow tires 

For driving on snow-covered roads or icy roads, we recommend using snow tires. 
If you need snow tires, select tires of the same size, construction and load capac¬ 
ity as the originally installed tires. Since your vehicle has radial tires as original 
equipment, make sure your snow tires also have radial construction. Do not install 
studded tires without first checking local regulations for possible restrictions. 
Snow tires should be installed on all wheels. (^R 287)

■ Replacing light bulbs 

• Turn off the lights. Do not attempt to replace the bulb immediately after turning 
off the lights. 

The bulbs become very hot and may cause burns. 

• Do not touch the glass portion of the light bulb with bare hands. Hold the bulb by 
the plastic or metal portion. 

If the bulb is scratched or dropped, it may blow out or crack. 

• Fully install light bulbs and any parts used to secure them. Failure to do so may 
result in heat damage, fire, or water entering the headlight unit. This may damage 
the headlights or cause condensation to build up on the lens. 

■ To prevent damage or fire 

Make sure bulbs are fully seated and locked. 
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
